cabinet has authorized the sanc- 
tion by Canada of the British 
legislation with respect to the 
King's abdication. The statute of 
Westminster provides that Do- | 
minions must consent to any 
change in the succession and as | 
the Canadian parliament cannot 
meet until Jan. 14 the cabinet 
has given the necessary authority 
which will later be given by Par- 
liament, 

Premier King declined to reveal 


his communications with Premier 
Baldwin until there has been fur- 
ther consultation among the Do- 
minion premiers, 

The dominion cabinet today 
passed an order-in-council which 
was approved by the Governor- |

This action has been taken under 
section four of the Statute of West- 
minster which makes a provision} 
for such procedure and will avoid 
the necessity of immediately assem- | 
bling the Canadian parliament. The 
action will be ratified when par- 
liament meets in January 

The abdication will necescitate 
&@ new commission for the Gov- 
ernor-General and immediately the 
British parliament passes the bill 
confirming the abdication and King 
George takes over, the entire cab- 
inet will have to be resworn. King 
Edward remains on the throne until 
the abdication is ratified by the 
British house, 

No immediate announcement will | 
be made of the details of Canada’s 
part in the negotiations which led 
up to the abdication. |

That may be an alarming thought in certain 
circles in Ottawa, and elsewhere. It will be 
hailed by the general public as a reviver of 
fading hope.

Three objections are cited as likely to arise. 
First, that would inflation. The 
present bond-holders would get their meney 
back, thus increasing the supply in circulation. 
That objection was to be assumed. It was bound 
to be raised. Any suggestion that Government 
money be increased to a somewhat closer 
approximation to the value of property and the 
needs of business, is slated for opposition from 
the start. It will be interesting to see which of

Number two; That the Dominion should 
not shoulder provincial responsibilities with- 
out some guarantee the future financial 
policies of the provincial governments and seme 
check their future In 
words, a loan council scheme, suggested by Hon, 
C. A. Dunning last spring, is a necessary safe- 
guard if the Dominion is to back the bonds of 
the provinces. That objection is valid—to the 
point of being inexor&ble. There isn’t any other 
ground upon which men with sense would 
propose or agree that one government back the 
notes of another. Time will show which, if any, 
of those at the conference are out for the right 
of the provinces to loot the Dominion’s credit. 

The third predicted objection is that the 
chartered banks would oppose the refunding 
idea. They would. But that isn’t.any objection 
from the public point of view. Quite the 
contrary. Government control of the money 
supply, and of public financing, would naturally 
opposed by institutions which have long 
exercised these functions in their own interests. 
The reason they oppose these changes is the 
reason the public want them. It will be instruc-

within itself a larger amount of iodine. 

It is the opinion of Sir William Arbuthnot 
Lane, the distinguished British surgeon, as ex- 
pressed in “Physical Culture Magazine,” that 
the health of the thyroid is determined more by 
the nature of the food eaten than by any other 
factor. 

The close relationship between the food used 
and the state of the thyroid has been recognized 
for many years. This fact was first brought to 
the attention of doctors through the study of 
goiter as it was learned that simple goiter is 
most common those districts where the or- 


in 


dinary food supply contained little natural 
iodine 
In such districts, the prevalence of goiter 


was so great that they were called “goiter belts.” 
Usually, these are mountainous districts far re- 
moved from the sea from which comes most of 
our iodine supply. Likewise it was also ncticed 
that those living close to the sea shore, who 
used sea foods and who ate. vegetables grown 
on a soil rich in iodine, had the least amount 
of goiter. Foods grown on this type of soii are 
good sources of iodine and people who use those 
foods, secure in a round-about way, all of the 
iodine they need. 

The teaching then arose that in order to pro- 
tect the health of the thyroid and to prevent 
goiter, all that one had to do to obtain 
plenty of iodine. However, goiter has been 
known to occur in those presumably getting 
sufficient iodine and I therefore believe that 
lack of iodine can not be considered the sole 
cause of this disorder. 

From my experience, I would say that it 
entirely possible for the body to be supplied 
with enough iodine without the thyroid getting 
the benefit of it, simply because the iodine fails 
to reach the gland. Moreover, I believe that the 
interference with the thyroid using the icdine 
in the normal manner is largely caused by the 
use of an excess of startch 

In those ances where the patient living 
outside of “goiter belts” develop goiter, I sug- 
gest that the patient avoid starches and this 
single measure will often be al] that is necessary 
to produce a gradual reduction in the enlarge- 
ment. The desired result is brought about first, 
because the patient omitting the starches 
which have been interfering with the use of the 
natural iodine present in foods, and second, be- 
cause he will have to eat more vegetables to 
take the place of the starch to which he has 
been accustomed. The extra vegetables will pro- 
vide the body with additional food icdine, under 
conditions where it will best be

England isn’t the only country whose 
people are divided in sympathy over the civil 
war in Spain. Though Germany and Italy are 
aiding the Spanish rebels with the means of 
mechanized murder, there are individual Ger- 
mans and Italians aiding the Loyalists by 
service in the Spanish Foreign Legion. 


Even the common faith of the people of 
Spain fails to unite the combatants. Though 
the Spanish Clerical Party, as a party, supports 
the rebel cause, the majority of the combat- 
ants on both sides are Catholic in faith, and 
numbers of individual priests favor the side of 
the Spanish government. 

A silly suggestion made in a_ certain 
quarter that a Canadian Press despatch—which 
may or may not have been exposed to error in 
transmission—was the subject of alteration in 
The Bulletin Office, makes pertinent a letter 
which a distinguished lay Catholic in Spain 
recently sent by way of protest against the 
editorial attitude of “America”, a leading 
Catholic weekly on this continent. 

The writer of the protest is Mr. Lawrence A.

York Times, at present in Barcelona. He sent 
a copy of his letter of protest to “The Nation”, 
to be used in the event “America” declined to 
print it.

LONDON, Dec. 10.— Edward 
VIII today became the first king 
of Great Britain to abdicate in 
more than 500 years, ending the | 
shortest reign since that of Lady 
Jane Grey, Queen for 14 days in 


1553-54. Edward ruled for 11 
months,

volved Richard II. But 


Richard's 
abdication had nothing to do with | 
the love of a woman. He ruled 
despotically and was hated through- 
out the country, Henry of Bolin-| 
broke led an uprising while Rich-| 
ard was in Ireland crushing a re- 
volt, When he returned, Henry was 
Richard, ast 
of the Plantaganets, surrendered | 
and abdicated in 1399 to be suc- 
ceeded by Henry IV, first of the 
Lancastrians. 

In 1688 James II fled to France 
before the risng threat of Wiiiiam 
of Orange after throwing the great 
seals of England into the Thames 
In exile he always regarded him- 
self as King. Parliament decided 
he had “forfeited” the throce and 
not abdicated. 

No King of England until Ed- 
ward voluntarily abdicated. He is 
the first King to give up his tnrone 
to marry the woman he loved and
